WASHINGTON (lP>~Tho Marino 
Corps charged today that Staff 
Sgt. Matthew C. MoKeon was “un­ 
der the influence” of vodka when 
he led six Marine recruits to their 
deaths 
on a disciplinary 
night 
march at Parris island, S. C., 
April 8. 
A court of inquiry formally rec­ 
ommended the 31-year-old sergeant 
from Worcester. Mass., be tried by 
general court-martial on charges 
of manslaughter, “cruelty” to re­ 
cruits, “disobeying” orders, and 
bringing discredit to the armed 
services. 
The recommendation for a court 
martial must be approved by Navy 
Secretary Charles S. Thomas. Con­ 
viction for manslaughter carries a 
maximum penalty of dishonorable 
discharge and IO years in prison. 
The other charges carry lesser 
penalties ranging from one month 
to two years at hard labor. 
Orders a Shakeup 
Gen. Randolph 
McCall 
Pate, 
commandant of the Marine Corps, 
announced that he also is taking 
these actions in the aftermath of 
the “death march” that shocked 
the nation: 
1. Maj. Gen. J. C. Burger will be 
relieved as commanding general 
of the Parris Island Marine Base, 
and transferred to command the 
Marine barracks at Camp Lejeune, 
N. C., a post of comparable im­ 
portance. 
2. A sweeping shakeup has been 
ordered of the entire recruit train­ 
ing system 
at the 
two Marine 
“boot camps” at Parris Island and 
San Diego, Calif., to make sure 
all forms of “hazing” and un- 
American types of punishment arc 
“absolutely eliminated.” 
The court of inquiry also recom­ 
mended “ appropriate disciplinary 
action” against two sergeants — 
T.Sgt. Elwyn B. Scarborough and 
Sgt. Richard J. King—for taking 
part in the vodka drinking which 
preceded the fateful night march 
into the swirling waters of Rib­ 
bon Creek where the six recruits 
drowned. 
“Unknown Quantity of Vodka” 
The court of inquiry found that 
McKeon “drank an unknown quan­ 
tity of vodka during the morning, 
afternoon, and early evening” on 
April 8. 
In the afternoon, he told the re­ 
cruits in his Platoon 71 that he 
“was concerned over the lack of 
discipline and spirit . . . and that 
he was going to march it into the 
swamp that night.” 
The court of inquiry said the 
drill instructor told his recruits 
that “those who 
couldn’t swim 
would drown and those who could 
would be eaten by sharks.” 
McKeon led the platoon into Rib­ 
bon Creek along 
an “irregular 
course,” the court said, and in 
about IO minutes the “formation 
was disorganized and scattered . . . 
and many members of the platoon 
were then standing in water up to 
shoulder depth.” 
It was at this point, the record 
said, that “several recruits entered 
or were swept into water over 
their heads and a general panic 
ensued.” McKeon immediately at­ 
tempted 
rescue 
operations, the 
court said, but these were “dis­ 
organized and mostly ineffective.” 
Admits Partial Responsibility 
Pate disclosed the findings and 
his own actions at a public hear­ 
ing of the House Armed Services 
committee. 
Pate frankly admitted that he 
and the Marine Corps must bear 
at least partial responsibility for 
a recniit training system which 
had permitted the incident to oc­ 
cur. 
Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga) of 
the Armed Services 
committee 
said it was the first time in his 42 
years in Congress that a military 
commander “has had the courage 
to state in public session that a 
.service could be deficient in some 
respect.”

mourning the death of Sen. Alben 
W. Barkley. 
Mr. Eisenhower said in a state­ 
ment 
issued 
shortly 
after 
he 
learned of Barkley’s death that he 
was “shocked” by Barkley’s “sud­ 
den” passing. 
“As vice president of the United 
States, a member of Congress and 
senator from Kentucky. Mr. Bark­ 
ley had a long and distinguished 
record of public service for 
the 
people of his state and country,” 
the President said. “The nation is 
poorer by this tragic event. 
“Mrs. Eisenhower and 
I join 
with all other Americans in ex­ 
tending our heartfelt sympathy 
to his family.” 
The President also sent a per­ 
sonal message of condolence to 
Mrs. Barkley. 
At Huron, S. D., where he made 
a speech Monday night, Mr. Tru­ 
man expressed his sadness. It w'as 
the 
Truman-Barkley 
team that 
carried the Democrats through 
their finest hour in the surprise 
1948 presidential election victory. 
“I’m just as sorry as I can be 
to hear of Senator Barkley’s pass­ 
ing,” Mr. Truman said. “He w'as 
one of the finest men I ever knew.

WASHINGTON rn—The body of 
Sen. Alben W. Barkley was re­ 
turned today to this sorrowing cap­ 
ital where the witty and beloved 
“Veep” spent more than 40 years 
in public service. 
The 78-year-old former vice pres­ 
ident collapsed and died late Mon­ 
day while delivering a political 
speech at Lexington, Va. His body, 
in a plain casket covered with a 
grey shroud, was brought here by 
ambulance. 
It will lie in state at a funeral 
home until funeral services are 
held at ll a. rn. EDT Wednesday 
in the Foundry Methodist Church* 
Congress, in which Barkley serv­ 
ed both as a senator and a repre­ 
sentative from Kentucky, suspend­ 
ed its legislative business as a ges­ 
ture of respect for the veteran 
lawmaker. 
The House adjourned after adopt­ 
ing a formal resolution af mourn­ 
ing. 
Speaker Sam Rayburn, who 
came to Congress with Barkley in 
1913, eulogized him as “a state- 
man of the first order . . . a great 
leader of men.” 


“God Bless HU Memory” 


“ I may not see his life again,” 
Rayburn said, his voice choked. 
“God bless bis memory. God com­ 
fort his loved ones. 
God comfort 
me.” 
The senate was already in re­ 
cess until Thursday, 
but three 
scheduled Senate committee meet­ 
ings were cancelled. Officials said 
the Senate probably will 
meet 
briefly Thursday to eulogize Bark­ 
ley and then adjourn until Monday 
in his honor. 
Dr. Frederick 
Brown 
Harris, 
chaplain of the Senate, will con­ 
duct the funeral service. A special 
train then 
will bear 
Barkley’s 
body and an official congressional 
delegation to Paducah, Ky., the 
“Veep’s” hometown. 
Barkley will be burled Friday 
in the Mount Kenton Cemetery. 
Barkley's widow and one of his 
daughters, Mrs. Max O. Truitt, 
went to the funeral home this 
morning, before the body arrived, 
to make final arrangements for the 
services.

VATICAN CITY (W—Pope Pius 
XII, warning against the “deceit­ 
ful mirages” of communism, urg­ 
ed Christian workers today to join 
a battle to bring peace and order 
to terrified mankind. 
The 80-year-old pontiff addressed 
the workers of the world in a May 
Day speech from St. Peter’s Basil­ 
ica marking the first celebration 
of the Roman Catholic feast day of 
St. Joseph the Workman. 
His words were spoken directly 
to tens of thousands of workers in 
St. Peter s Square and by radio to 
an international meeting of work­ 
ers in Milan in a move timed with 
Communist celebrations of 
May 
Day. 
“The church—as we have re­ 
peated a thousand times—detests 
war and its horrors, particularly 
now when the warlike means of 
destruction of ail property and all 


civilization arc menacing terrified 
mankind. 
“She 
wishes 
for and defends 
peace — internal peace between 
sons of the .'ame country, external 
I peace between members of the 
great human family.

“ But she needs strong and de- 
i termined cooperators in this tre- 
; mendous undertaking . . .

“Put yourselves 
in the front 
ranks of those healthy forces of 
I the social body, you pledge your­ 
selves to the battle of peace for 
the common safety of nations.”

He had just won long applause 
with one of the oratorical strokes 
for which he was famous, by this 
comment on his latest role of again 
being Kentucky’s junior senator:

I would rather be a servant in the 
House of the Lord than to sit in 
the seats of the mighty." 
Barkley after a pause fell to the 
floor behind the microphone. The 
outburst of clapping suddenly still­ 
ed. 
His wife, the former Mrs. Carle­ 
ton Hadley, who was sitting in the 
front row rushed to the stage and 
was one of the first to reach him, 
Dr. Robert Munger, Lexington 
heart specialist, reached the scene 
after a rescue squad had tried to 
revive Barkley with oxygen, and 
pronounced him dead of a heart 
attack.

Messages flooded in from the 
leadership oT both political parties. 
Mrs. Barkley, who became the 
Veep’s second wife in a publicized 
romance in 1949, stayed only long 
enough to see that preliminary ar­ 
rangements were made with a fu­ 
neral home here. 
Dr. Munger, 
who pronounced 
Barkley dead at 6:25 p. rn. said he 
apparently had died instantly of 
either ventricular fibrillation or 
coronary occlusion. 
Born in Log House 
Barkley was born in a log house 
in Graves County, Ky., on Nov. 24, 
1877, the eldest of seven children 
of John Wilson and Electa Smith 
Barkley. 
He worked 
his 
way 
through Marvin College at Clinton, 
Ky., Emory College in Georgia 
and the University of Virginia Law 
School. 
As a young lawyer at Paducah 
he married Dorothy Bowers and 
they had three children. 
In 19i3, 
he began the first of his 36 y e a r s I 
in Congress, l l of them in the Sen­ 
ate. 
In all but two of his years in J 
the Senate Barkley was majority 
leader, and figured in the historic 
events of the Roosevelt and Tru- j 
man administrations. 
After a victory as Mr. Truman’s 
running mate in 1949 Hie then wid­ 
owed grandfather nenlivened the I 
Washington social scene with his 
courtship of the widow Hadley, i 
then 38, of St. Louis. 
After his term as vice president 
Barkley once again was unable to 
resist the lure of politics but was I 
spurned as a presidential aspirant 
in 1952.
